San Quentin Prison (Cal.), August 
11.—This afternoon abont 1 o'clock 
three convicts named Hanlon, Tureott 
and Manning, who were repairing the 
windmill belonging to the prison, 
made their escape. After refusing to 
halt at the command of the guards 
two gatling guns were turned loose on 
them. The bullets fell all around, 
but never struck them. When they 
reached the prison boundary they 
were challenged by vidette Porter, and 
they shot the horse from under him. 
It is supposed they are in the pvrush 
half a mile from San Rafael, and it is 
said they have opened a fusilade on 
the guards who have them cornered. 
Nineteen guards are thoruughly search- 
ing the hills for them. A. Tarcott, 
for murder, was serving a life sen- 
tence. He came fron San Joaquin in 
1884. ©. Manning and Hanlon were 
each serving 17 years for robbery com- 
mitted in Mendocino in 1889. 

San Quentin, Auy. 12.—The escaped 
convicts, Turcott, Hanlon and Mann- 
ing, after reaching a guich near Laurel 
Grove, threw up a _ breastwork of 
limbs, stauinps and soil around aclump 
of trees in a dense thicket and secured 
a commanding and unpenetrable posi- 
tion. They. stood a siege of about 
eighteen bours, firing at their beseig- 
ers every once in a while, bat not to 
kill. -Guard Bowen of Mendocino 
had the stock of bis gun shattered by 
a shot from their rifle, and the bones 
of his right forearm were broken by 
the bullet rebounding. 

After holding several negotiations 
with the Sheriffs, being convinced that 
no one was ki.led, and probably secur- 
ing some concessions, they surren- 
dered their Winchesters to Sheriffs 
Standly of Mendocino and Healsy of 
Marin, and were conducted to the 
San Quentin prison. 

It is svrmised that a cousin of 
Manning was the party who took the 
weapons on the prison grounds, and the 
offivers are alter him.

LITTLE INDIAN GIRLS. 


How They Paes “Their Leisare Hours 
While Attending School 


One of the teachers in an Indian 
schoo! sendste the Word Carrier an ac- 


count of the every-day life of ber Indian 


pupils which the boys and girls will be i 


glad to read: 

‘Their yard is a good one to play in. 
It is a very large one, and has two 
groups of trees that make a nice shade, 


two or three swings, a teeter-board and | 
a little bridge overa gully worn out by | 


the water. In the spring the ground is 
covered with flowers. There are violets 
and dandelions, the purple buffalo-bean. 
blue vetch, ping oxalis and others, and 


the children gather and give away many | 


&@ pretty little bouquet without ever 
leaving the yard. 
have made a cemetery for various little 


animals that have died—a kitten, 4 


more. Behind the wood-pile they have 
built of old boards two little houses, 
each large enough to hold several chil- 
dren. The houses have roofs to keep 


off the sun, and here, with blocks of | 
wood for seats and broken dishes to set | 


their table with, they play at ‘kecping 
house.’ 

“The children often go to walk when 
there is an older person to go with them. 
One day last fall two of us tcachers 
went with about twenty little girls. 
Some were close beside us, and others 
wore running abeada little way. Sud- 
denly I discovered that those before us 
were nowhere to be seen. ‘What has 
become of those children?’ I asked, 
But a few sceps forward explained the 
matter. They had thrown themselves 
flat upon the ground in some furrows 
made by running water, and were com- 
pletely bidden by the side of the fur- 
rows and the grass. 
were up again; 
to surprise us. 

‘Wherever they go, they seem to find 
some plant that has a part they can eat, 


and they. greatly enjoy the berries or | 


roots that they gather. Some of the 
fruits are really very nice. There are 
gooseberries, blackberries, grapes and 
plums in their season. But the children 
find something to browse upon at any 
time inthe year. Just nowthe chief 
dclicacy is the ‘tipsinna,’ or Indian tur- 
nip—x*little white root, rather sweet 
and «picy—and the children sometimes 
ut expressly for the purpose of dig- 
ging these. They also eat the bulb of 
the oxalis, rose-hips and sumac-berries, 
and these last stay on all winter, so that 
even in January and February they find 
something they like. Ono little girl 
even dug up a tulip-bulb and ate it; It 
is not because they are hungry, either, 
but they have always been used to eat- 
ing these things and they like them. 
‘*Thoy play with dolls in the house, 
and among the possessions of the twenty- 
four girls there are dolls of all materials, 
from wax to rags. Some of the girls 
bave made quite large and good-looking 
rag dolls; nearly all are capable of mak- 
ing and dressing little ones. They 
make more than they need for their own 
use, for they sometimes give their 
teachers little rag dolls as tokens of 
their love 
dolls’ clothes very well. and dress them, 
as they themseives dress, in truc Amer- 
ican fashion. 
“But sometimes the loving remem- 
brance of their bumes wiil show itselfin 
their play. One day I met halfa dozen 
or moro little girls with theirdolls upon 
their backs supported by a shawl, just 
as the Indian mothers carry thoir babies; 
and on another day! saw a litile girl 
carryingin the same way the great 
good-natured black cat that belongs at 
the Birds’ Nest. 
perfectly gontented. Le had one paw 
on cach shoulder, just asa child carried 
in that way would bo likely toplace its 
hands.

A trip through the model rooms. re- 


| voaled many unique‘and curious inven- 


tions, some of the more unusual of 
which IL venture to describe and-illus- 
trate. 

Onc of the most original is an ofdnance 
plow, patented by C. M. French and W. 
ll. Faneher, of Waterloo, N. Y.. in June, 
1862. The object of the invention was 
to produco a plow equal in point of 
strenrth and lightness to the one ordi- 
narily in use and yet which would com- 
bine the clements of a small sized can- 
non. so that it could be utilized by the 
frontier settler both for defensive pur- 
poses as well as agricultural. 

The beam or tongue of the plow to 
which the horses or oxen are yoked is 
in facet a gun barrel or piece of livht 
ordnance capabic of throwing & projec 
tile of one to three pounds weight with- 
out rénderin? it cumbersome as a plow. 

The plowshare takes the place of a 
pun carriave and serves to anchor the 
improvised cannon firmly in the ground 
and cnable it to resist the recoil, while 
the handJes furnish means of giving the 
plow or gun, as the case may bd, direc- 
tion or aim. To use the lancuare of the 
inventors: ‘‘as a mraus of defense in re- 
pelling surrrisesand attacks on thosw 
encate! in a peaceful avocation it is 
unrivaled asit can be instantly brought 
into action by disengaging the team, 
and in time uf danger may be used 
charred with deadly grape. This coin- 
bination enables these in agricultural 
pursuits to have at hand an efficient 
weapon of defense atslight expense, in 
addition to a common and indispensible 
implement, and one hardly inferior té 
expensive light ordnance on wheels.” 
With due deference to the originality of 
the conception of the inventors, it dows 
not appear that the “plough gun” -or 
‘gun plough” bas come into very gen- 
eral use.
